In copy of the Times-Gazette of 
April 6, 1928, is printed the article 
reprinted in the first two columns of 
this page. 

The misrepresentations and stolen 
credits are so apparent that the Good 
Government League is willing to re- 
produce said article as a recommenda 
tion for its candidates. : 

The League thoroughly agrees 
with the ideas expressed in the first 
two paragraphs, and most emphati- 
cally with those exressed in the third 
paragraph. But why this third para- 
graph should be used as a recomr 
mendation for the five candidates in 
whose interest the article is written is 
a mystery. 

Menlo Park was incorporated by 
an election of its citizens on No- 
vember 15, 1927, with a majority 1! 
109 votes in a total vote of 524. It 
received its; charter November 29, 
1927. 

This incorporation was accomplish- 
ed through the strenous afforts of the 
four candidates named above, and 
many citizens who had the best inter- 
ests of Menlo Park at heart. 

In paragraph four the writer is 
still falsely claiming, by insinuation, 
the credit for the incorporation for 
his five candidates. 

This paragraph also states: “Dis- 
cord and bickerings have marked the 
proceeaings of the City Council, and 
merchants and residents have lost 
faith in the sincerity and ability of 
the Council as now formed.” 

The Good Government League ad- 
mits there were differences of opin- 
ion—and some very emphatic differ- 
ences—during the Council meetings. 
To call them “discords” may be right 
but to name them “bickerings’ is 
using a word of too trivial meaning; 
and to state that because of these 
“merchants and residents have lost 
faith in the sincerity and ability of 
the Council as now formed, puts the 
League, with aeepest regret, to the 
task of recalling to those who were 
present at the Council meetings, and 
for the infaqrmation of those who 
were not present, some of the occas- 
ions of these “discords and_ bicker- 
ings.” 

At the second regular meeting of 
the Council, December 20, 1927, May- 
or Blake asked if the meeting could 
be adjourned to January 10, 1928. 
The City Attorney advised against 
such adjournment as it would inter- 
fere with the passage of some very 
necessary ordinances which should 
go into effect by the first of January 
in order to start producing revenue 
with which to run ithe city. At this 
meeting Mr. Harcom was authorized 
to purchase furniture for the City 
Hall. 

At the Council meeting of January 
10, 1928, Mr. Lawrence H. Cook was 
unanimously appointed City Judge. 
To connect this act with the present 
situation, so that it may be thorough- 
ly understood, it is uecessary here to 
relate that which took place behind 
the scenes,

During the Council meeting of Jan 
31, 1928, a letter from Mr. F. J. 
Furnivall was read, inquiring about 
a typewriter desk that was ordered 
by a member of the Board from a 
Palo Alto merchant. He wanted an 
opportunity to bid on the order, as 
he thought all such orders should be 
placed with the merchants. 
When Mayor Blake demanded to 
know who had done this and by what 
authority, it was explained by a 
member of the Council that Mr. Har- 
com had given the order, having been 
appointed a committee of one to pur- 
chase all necessary furnishings for 
the city hall. The Mayor indignantly 
disputed this fact »nd demanded the 
reading minutes giving this 
and even the reading of 
such minutes by. the City Clerk did

not allay his indignation. Owing to 
the absence of Mr. Harcom, it was 
suggested by members of the Coun- 
cil that the matter go over to the 
next meeting, so that Mr. Harcom 


might render his report. 
Mr. Furnivall insisted that the City 


Clerk be instructed to rescind the 
order of the Palo Alto merchant. As 
no member of the Board offered such 


a resolution, the Mayor appealed to 
each one in turn, and each refused, 
stating he thought the matter should 
zo to the next meeting when 
Mr. Harcom would unquestionably be

present and state his side of the af- 
fair. Still refusing to be balked in 
his efforts to have the order rescind- 


ed, the Mayor turned to Mr. Brown 
and demanded that he offer a rescind- 
ing resolution. The City Attorney 
informed Mr. Brown that he need not 
offer such resolution unless he volun- 
tarily wished to do so. 

At this next meeting Mr. Harcom 
gave his report on the purchase of 
the typewriter desk. Mr. Furnivall 
was not present. Mr. Harcom ex- 
plained that he went to Mr. Furni- 
vall’s store to buy the desk for the 
City Clerk, in further continuance of 
the Board’s authority, and was shown 
a catalogue displaying a picture of 
the desk needed at a price of $82.50. 


Mr. Harcom though: the price too 


thigh and asked Mr. Furnivall to se- 


cure a second hand article if possible. 
In the meantime the City Clerk was 
using her typewriter on a board be- 
tween two boxes. After waiting two 
weeks for Mr. Furnivall to report, 
and hearing nothing, Mr. Harcom 
purchased the self-same new desk 
from. a Palo Alto firm for $46.50, 


saving the city $36.00. Mr. Harcom’s 
report was accepted and the desk 
from Palo Alto retained. 

Invitations were extended the 
Council by a delegation from Menlo 
Oaks to meet with them and discuss 
the annexation of that section to 
Menlo Park Although this meant 
the possible annexation of a large and 
desirable territory, it is very much 
to be regretted that Mayor Blake <lid 
not feel sufficiently interested to at- 
tend any meeting. Other members 
of the Council and citizens of Menlo 
Park, were present at all meetings. 

Neither did Mayor Blake feel suf- 
ficiently interested to wait over one 
train to meet an official of the South- 
ern Pacific Company, when notifica- 
tion had been given to the Council 
that such official would be at the 
Menlo Park station at 9 a. m., March 
2lst, to discuss matters of interest 
to our city. 

It developed that the reason for 
the visit of such Southern Pacific of- 
ficial was to ask permission of the 
City Council to take away the flag- 
man at Oak Grove Avenue, leaving 
all our railroad crossings absoluteiy 
unprotected except for wig-wag sig- 
nals, endangering the lives of men, 
women and children. Mr. Ellis and 
Mr. Harcom, whose business prob- 
ably required as close attention as 
Mayor Blake’s, gave their time, and 
positively refused permission for any 
such removal, demanding the replace- 
ment of the flagman at Ravenswood 
Avenue and the erection of a wig- 
wag signal at Encinal Avenue. 

The writer of the article printed 
in the Times-Gazette knew of the 
above incidents. He also knew that 
the so-called Business Men’s Associ- 
ation—composed of a few unrepre- 
sentative men, some of whom were 
not merchants or business men, or 
even American citizens—was gather- 
ed together by Mr. F. J. Furnivall for 
the express purpose of revenge for 
his inability to sell for $82.50 that 
which was purchased elsewhere for 
$46.50; and ‘that this organization 
was formed to cover up a political 
organization to put in a council who 
would be more considerate of his 
plans. This organization endorsed a 
ticket headed by Mayor A. E. Blake, 
and four others, each of whom knew 
of the above incidents, and all were 
willing to run under the leadership of 
an organization so headed and 
formed by Mr. F. J. Furnivall. 

To propose that these five men 
should be elected as councilmen “af- 
ter earnest consideration and pains- 
taking investigation,” and with a full 
knowledge of the above facts, and 
that many others knew of the above 
facts, and expect such proposal to be 
taken seriously by the voters of Men- 
lo Park, is certainly not complimen- 
tary to their intelligence. 

In paragraph six is a list of the five 
candidates, and it is rather puzzling 
that the writer, after such “earnest 
consideration and painstaking investi- 
gation,” should not even know the 
rightful names of his candidates, list- 
ing Mr. William Walker instead of 
his brother, Mr. Alexander Watker, 
who is the real candidate. And an- 
other point—why are the last two 
named candidates deprived of the 
title of “Mr.”? ; 

So far as the pledges in the final 
three paragraphs go—actions speak 
louder than words. The head of the 
ticket has shown himself utterly in- 
different to the good of the City of 
Menlo Park or its tresury, or any 
consideration of the rights of the 
other members of the Council. The 
remaining candidates have willingly 
allied themselves to this standard.
